SUPREME COURT CASES. 


IMPORTANT DECISIONS 
FOR TODAY. 


The Contest Over the Stanford Es- 
tate to be Settled in Favor of the 
Widow—The Wright Irrigation 
Law Probably a-Goner. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THB. TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 1.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch.) A Chronicle special 
from Washington says that after a re- 
cess since February 4 the Supreme 
Court will meet at noon tomorrow and 
several important decisions are ex- 
pected. The most important cases be- 
fore the court are the Stanford case, 
the California irrigation cases, the 
Brown interstate commerce case, Ken- 
tucky railroad case and import rate 
case. Besides this a decision.is ex- 
pected in the Elmira Savings Bank 
case, which involves the question 
whether the funds of savings banks de- 
posited in national banks have priority 
over other deposits in case of failure. 

Opinion as to the outcome of the 
Stanford and irrigation cases has not 
changed since arguments were made 
six weeks ago. That the Supreme 
Court will decide in favor of Mrs. Stan- 
ford and against the constitutionality 
of the Wright Irrigation Act seems to 
be the general impression. The large 

imterests and questions in- 
volved in both cases arouse national in- 
terest in them. ; 

The Kentucky railroad case is of 
great importance to railways, because 
upon the decision depends the right of 
railways to own parallel and compet- 
ing lines. The suit is brought by the 
Louisville and Nashville Railway 
against the State of Kentucky. The 
company ‘acquired a parallel railway 
and operated it, though the statutes of 
Kentucky prohibits the operation of 
parallel lines by one and the same com- 
pany: The constitutionality of this law 
is attacked. The railway company in 
this instance claims that its charter 
was granted before the law was paseed, 
and he charter gave it the right to 
own parallel lines,- and therefore the 
law does not apply. Inasmuch as 
nearly all States have similar laws, the 
decision in this case will have a far- 
reaching effect. ‘ f

A Great Torrent Sweeps Down 
with a Roar. 


Widespread Damage by Rain in

Freight Train Wrecked Near For-

BRISTOL (Ct.,) March 1.—The great- 
est flood in the history of Bristol swept 
down the Pequebeck Valley this morn- 
ing, spreading ruin and desolation on 
every hand. The town of Bristol was 
a heavy sufferer during the storm of a 
few weeks ago, when six men lost 
their lives, but the waste of waters be- 
fore daylight this morning eclipses all 
previous records. The heavy rains and 
melting snow on the mountains swelled 
the basin of the old copper mine dam 
in Whiggsville, the northern section of 
this town, until it burst, tearing away 
100 feet wide in the granite masonry 
and letting out a volume of water, 
covering seventy-five acres and forty 
‘feet high, into the river below, which 
itself was a r torrent. The 
break occurred about 2 o’clock. — 

The great body of water tore down 
the valley with a roar that was heard 
above the noise of the storm for miles 
away. For the first two miles there 
were no buildings near the river and 
the water poured out on the marshes 
and plains. 

At Forestville, four miles below, peo- 
ple living near the river, were obliged 
to abandon their. residences, as the 
water broke into the lower stories, in 
many cases before ‘the inmates were 
out of bed. The roar of the flood 


| aroused families for miles around, and 


many people, whose houses the flood 


had not reached, packed up what ef- 


fects they could, in.anticipation of be- 
ing summarily evicted.

MARINE DISASTERS, 

NEW YORK, March 1:—Saturday’s 
numerous marine disasters gave 
steamship and shipping people plenty 
to talk and worry about today. 

The fog lifted this morning, but a 
drizzling rain kept up all day. After 
her collision with the Ailsa, the Bour- 
gogne anchored in the lower bay, and 
there Capt. Poirot decided to put back 
to this city. This was done as a pre- 
cautionary measure, and to allay fears 
of the passengers. As soon as the big

The American line steamship New 
York, which grounded near the Quick- 
step buoy in the lower bay during a 
dense fog yesterday morning, came off 
at 8:30 o’clock this morning, and 
steamed at once to her dock in this 
city. The first and second cabin pas- 
sengers were transferred to the city 
last night. During the night 1700 
pieces of cargo were transferred into 
barges in order to lighten the steamer. 
Shortly before 7 o’clock this morning 
preparations were made to haul off 
the er. Fortunately the weather 
proved most favorable and aided ma- 
terially in floating the ship, The wind 
Was from the westward, with a heavy 
easterly swell. About 7 o’clock the 
wrecking steamers J. D. Jones and W. 
E. Chapman, assisted by the powerful 
tugs Dorothy Ann, Wrestler, Dudiey 
Pray and L. M. Winslow, made their 
hawsers fast to the New York, and 
with their heads to the southeast, 
pulled steadily on the steamer. The 
ship’s powerful twin screws churned at 
full epeed, and at 8:30 o’clock the New 
York heeled suddenly to port, and 
moved ahead toward the channel. The 
tugs’ hawsers were cast off, and in less 
than five minutes the York was on 
her way to the city. : 

While the New York was endeavor- 
ing to free herself from the bottom the 
transfer boat John EB. Moore went 
alongside at 8 o’clock to take on board 
the steerage passengers. A portion of 
the passengers. h been . transferred 
to the Moore when Health Officer Doty 
in his steamboat went. alongside the 
Moore.

FREIGHT WRECK AND OTHER 
DISASTERS. 

HARTFORD (Ct.) March 1.—The 
great rainstorm which was in progress 
all day Saturday, Saturday night and 
today caused the greatest damage to 
property throughout the State known 
in twenty years. any serious acci- 
dents, washouts and wrecks were re- 
ported. The Connecticut River is 
swollen until it has reached a point 
three times greater than its normal 
proportions. The big iron bridge at 
Middletown was in great danger all 
the afternoon, ahd a portion of the 
false work was swept away, but the 
main structure is still intact. 

The bursting of the old copper mine 
dam in the town of Bristol this morn- 
ing caused the greatest flood ever 
known in that section, and it is esti- 
mated that the damage will reach over 
$100,000 from this alone. People living 
along the banks of the Pequebeck- 
River were obliged to leave their homes 
in the darkness, and many lost nearly 
everything they possessed. Highway 
bridges across the river were swept 
away to the number of ten, and the 
tracks of the New England Railway 
were washed out in many places. 

A bad freight wreck occurred early 
this morning near Forrestville. The 
engine of a special freight ran into a 
washout and was eapsized. Several 


men badly injured. The road has been 
blocked all day. The storm in Win- 
sted and other sections of Litchfield 
county was very severe. The loss in 
Litchfield county alone is estimated 
at nearly $100,000. At Brookline a well- 
known mill-owner lost his life and other 
accidents are reported from many sec- 
tions. 

The sunken Ailsa lies one-half mile 
south southwest of Fort Hamilton in 
fifty feet of water. Her topmast and 
the top of her smokestack aré out ‘of 
water. 

Second Captain Dioquel of La Bour- 
gogne made the following supplement 
ary statement tonight: 

“IT was on the forecastle peak getting 
ready to lower anchors at the time of 
the collision. The engines had stopped 
but the ship was moving with the ebb 
tide. We were taking soundings at the 
time. The Ailsa, I judge, was then 
some 150 feet away. Had we been 
going at full speed we would have cut 
her stem off. I signalled the captain, 
and the engine was sent astern, bu 
before they could get control of the 
ship, the crash came. We could not 
see from our place how much damage 
had been done. The fog was the worst 
I ever saw, and what, with the whistles 
and bells around us, there was no little 
confusion.”

At Amsterdam much damage was 
done to mills and buildings.

The military club in the city was 
also a center of excitement, and there 
also were glowing speeches indulged in 
in honor of the army, which were ea- 
gerly listened to and greeted with loud 
cheers. 
The majority of those who took part 
in today’s disorders were alleged to 
have been students and they were most 
ersistent in keeping up the disorders. 
he police were obliged to charge the 
crowds again and again before they 
succeeded in clearing the street of ihe 
rioters. After they were driven from 
the streets they proceeded to the Gov- 
ernor’s palace, intending to present to 
that functionary their protest against 
the action of the United States Scnate. 
The persons who took part in the dis- 
orderly demonstrations have clearly 
had the sympathies of the people with 
them. The on-lookers from ‘the neigh- 
boring houses cheered them with great 
enthusiasm. The balconies and win- 
dows were filled with ladies waving 
their handkerchiefs as the students 
passed through the streets. When they 
arrived before the United States Con- 
sulate they found that a strong body of 
police had occupied the entrance of the 
staircase leading to the rooms of the 
consulate. The riotous students tried 
to force an entrance here, but they 
were repulsed by mounted gendarmes 
A lieutenantof gendarmes was wounded 
by a stone thrown from the crowd.

There seems to have been a notable 
increase of excitement and patriotic 
ardor in the people since yesterday, 
when the news of the Senate’s action 
was first made known. How much of 
this may be due to the fact of it being 
Sunday, with its accompanying absence 
of occupation and the gathering of 
the people in public places for what 
amusement, entertainment or excite- 
ment may be offered, can only be con- 
jectured. Such a stress of feeling as 
has existed today, if it continues for 
any length of time, can but afford a se- 
rious menace to the peaceful relations 
of the two countries. 

The Spanish authorities seem to have 
felt apprehensions of the form the 


people's wrath might take and provided 


special safeguards for the suppression 
of disorders, and especially for the pro- 
tection of any official representative of 
the United States. The preparations of 
the government are not all of a peace- 
ful character, however. 

It is significant that the Minister of 
Marine, Admiral José Maria Beranger, 
has issued orders for the training 
squadron to be prepared to sail. It is 
regarded as probable that this squadron 
will proceed shortly to Cuba. 

It has also been ordered that all other 


warships available be forthwith armed 


and equipped and put into condition 
for active service. In addition to this 
about fifty merchant steamers avail- 
able for the government service will be 
provided with naval armaments. For 
the military branch of the service a 
fresh expedition of 20,000 infantry, under 
5000 cavalry, will be equipped and put 
on a war footing, d will be kept in 
readiness to leave off the shortest notice.

ABOUT PACEMAKING. 

Champion Cyclist Eddie Bald’s opin- 
ion of pacemaking is as follows: The 
larger the machine the better the men 
can pace. They are making the ma- 
chines pretty big nowadays. The big 
machines are all right, and there is no 
ger when they are handled by com- 
petent men. Pacing with horses is a 
failure. Men are good enough, for they 
have the speed, and they know what is 
expected from them. It is hard to say 
who thé best pacemakers are at this 
‘time. Berlo had a very fie team at 
New Orleans. I think I prefer ama- 
teur to professional pacemakers, for 
the amateur will work harder, and the 
pro’ thinks that the more money he 
gets the better he can work; he regu- 
lates his speed by the inducements held 
out to him. Pacemakers require to be 
trained, just as you would train a col- 


lege crew. Pacemaking is steadily im- 


proving. ‘It requires months to train a 
good string of pacemakers. Some men 
do their best work in a rear position on 
the wheel, and others prefer the other 
places.”

SOCIALIST AND POPULIST. 


They Had a Debate on the Money 
Question, 

For over two hours and a half last 
evening in Illinois Hall an audience of 
500 people endeavored to discover argu- 
ments in the impassioned speeches of 
Messrs. S. A. Waldron of Los Angeles 
and Job Harriman of San Francisco, 


respectively asserting the doctrines that 


the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 would and could not possibly 
benefit the wage-earning class. 

The chairman, L. Biddle, after invit- 
ing the audience to meet the expenses of 
the evening, introduced Mr. Waldron. 
The latter’s remarks began with an al- 
lusion to Cato, who was chronically tired 
of the existence of Carthage, and it 
was exactly the same feeling the 
speaker had toward the gold standard. 
The audience was clearly at all times in 
favor of silver and most vociferously 
preferred it free. The speaker explained 
that the financial question was exceed- 
ingly simple when bereft of the super- 
fluous garments with which avaricious 
capitalists clothed it. Then the speaker 
began a series of arguments so pro- 
foundly deep that their effect on the 
audience was most pathetic. His chief 
assertion was that money is a ratio of 
the volume of currency to the produc- 
tion and the dimunition of money 
would decrease the price of commodi- 
ties, while the increase of the medium 
of exchange would give the laborers 
more money with which to pay their 
debts. The whole trouble, said he, had 
arisen since the war, when greenbacks 
were destroyed and half of the metal 
given up. When the lecturer advo- 
cated the free coinage of silver and the 
issuing of greenbacks to the extent of 
$50 per capita, the applause was tre- 
mendous. However, as this closed the 
affirmative’s speech, and Mr. Biddle or- 
dered the collection to be taken, the 
noise suddenly subsided. The amount 
of silver collected was but one-third of 
the amount necessary to pay expenses, 
so while the dose was again admin- 
istered the chairman sang very sweetly 
‘The Honest Working Man,“ 

Mr. Harriman is a very eloquent 
talker, but was unable to secure much 
but hisses for his opening efforts. Yet 
he was game and remarked that cold 
water on a hot stove produced sizzling. 
He said that the labor expended in pro- 
ducing an article determines the value 
of the same. That the workingman had 
the prospect of far worse days before 
him, for the time was coming when he 
would be proud to work for enough to 
feed and cloth him. The speaker be- 
lieved that the money question does not 
cut any figure at all in the present diffi- 
culties. In fact, it was just juggling, 
as the price of an article increased with 
the larger amount of currency and de- 
creased with the diminution of money. 

He said that as long as men sold 
themselves on the market of labor, so 
long would there be suffering. Three 
elasses of people, the millionaires, the 
middle class and the poor, are fighting 
each other continuously. A system in 
common he claimed to be the solution, 
and one in which each one could take 
out a proportionate amount to that 
which he put in. ‘ 

In closing Mr. Waldron said’ hé was 
surprised at the immense ignorance of 
his opponent. Then he devoted some 
moments to humorous incidents in 
which his experience in raising 75 cents 
worth of wheat on a few hundred acres 
took the audience rather forcibly. The 
remainder of the evening was spent in 
the efforts of each contestant in refut- 
ing the other’s arguments and rubbing 
in a few side issues. Mr. Waldron’s re-

Senator Dupont’s Seat a Seat of War. 
Tariff and Silver—The Calendar 
Grows—Cuban Resolutions in the 

House Proceedings. - 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The Sen- 
ate probably will pass the Agricultural 
Appropriation. Bill early in the week. 

Senator Mitchell of ,Oregon, chair- 
man of the committee on Privileges 
and Elections, has given notice of his 
intention to call up the Dupont elec- 
tion case on Wednesday. He will 
make a speech on this subject at that 
time, supporting the claim of Mr.Dupont 
to the vacant Delaware seat, and will 
be followed by Senator Turpie in sup- 
port of the views of the minority. Sen- 
ator Pritchard is scheduled to follow 
Mr. Turpie and other members of the 
committee will be heard later. 

It is not expected the decision of the 
Senate will be reached during the pres- 
ent week, and the result is as yet very 
uncertain. The Republican side of the 


Senate has been cast with the result f 


of ascertaining that there will be a 
solid Republican vote in support of the 
proposition to séat Mr. Dupont, but 
this is one short of a majority and it, 
is not known whether this vote can be 
obtained. It is believed that the entire 
Democratic vote will be cast against 
Dupont. The Republicans, therefore, 
rely entirely upon securing at least a 
part of the Populist vote. 

Senator Berry will make another ef- 
fort during the week to secure con- 
sideration of the bill providing for set- 
tlement of the accounts between the 
State of Arkansas and the United 
States, and Senator McBride will make 
a like effort on his bill providing for 
the refunding of $1.25 per acre paid on 
land embraced in unearned railroad 
land grants. 

The calendar continues to grow and 
will afford plenty of material for work, 
if circumstances permit it to be taken 
up. It is also probable that Senator 
Teller will find opportunity during the 
week to discuss the Tariff Bill as it re- 
lates to the silver question, and there 
may be other speeches in the same line, 
with an effort to. secure a vote on the

Only thirty minutes’ debate on a side 
would be allowed if such a motion were 
made. The other way would be for the 
Committee on Rules to bring in a spe- 
cial order. The general impression is 
that the former method will be fol- 
lowed. The fact that the Senate reso- 
lutions were referred to the committee 
indicate that the majority prefer the 
House to the Senate resolution, but 
when the question comes before the 
House, unless it is by a special order, 
which could cut off amendments, a mo- 
tion probably will be made to substitute 
the Senate resolutions. The latter 
action would have the advantage of 


ending the matter. Delay would be a 


natural incident to the passage of a 
different set of resolutions by each 
house, and the temper of members is 
enthusiastically in favor of action. 
There has been some talk of making the 
resolution joint, instead of concurrent, 
in order that the President may be 
forced to approve or reject them, but 
there is not probability that this change 
will be made. 

The remainder of the week will be oc- 
cupied with appropriation bills. The 
legislation which is under consideration 
will consume two days, possibly more, 
and the Postoffice Bill will probably 
take up the balance of the week.

This morning as the bridge man who 
attends the electric road’s bridge over 
the Garvanza Cafion made his first trip 
he saw lying in the arroyo the body 
of a man. An investigation revealed 
that the corpse was that of Thomas 
McKlaughery, a laborer, who lived in

We have heard that wisdom is the main 
thing, and that knowledge is power, 
and we are therefore ‘seeking to be 
wise. Of all the sources of knowledge 
this book is the richest: and grandest. 
God’s light is clearly revealéd in this 
book, The experience of four thousand 


unaided by the divine, knew not, and 
cannot know God, whom to know 
aright is life eternal. He who sees. 
Christ in the flames of emotion, sees 
Him as one looking at the sun in the 
water, which seems to quiver as the 
water moves; but that man who views 
Christ, His purposes and plans in the 
glass of gospel truth, sees the Prince in 
all His beauty. 
The Bible is the fountain from 
which flows the wisdom which will be a 
well of water in us, springing up unto 
everlasting lift. | 

Many of the Bible’s truths are 
drawn from the simplest and plainest 
objects we gaze upon from day to day.

FIRST PRESBYTERIANS WORSHIP 
IN THEIR ELEGANT EDIFICE. 


Structure That Ornaments an 
Aristocratic Section of the, City. 
Opened Yesterday Without Any 
Formal Dedication—What the 
Pastor Said. .

The opening services at the First 
Presbyterian Church, corner of Figue- 
roa and Twentieth streets, yesterday 
morning, were attended by a large 
congregation, which filled every pew on 
the floor of the auditorium except the 
front row, and left.only a few vacant 
chairs in the gallery. The platform 
was decorated with a simple and effec- 
tive arrangement of callas, palms and 
papyrus, about the desk were wreathed 
smilax and white marguerites, while a 
large bowl of carnations upon the table 
furnished a bit of warm color, The in- 


‘terior of the church, which is one of 


the handsomest on the Coast, is very 
artistically arranged. The woodwork, 
which is of Oregon pine, the frescomg 
in soft shades of cream and brown, the 
brown,hangings at either side. of the 
organ and in frorit of the choir, and 
the delicate colors of the stained-glass 
windows, all blend in a beautiful har- 
mony that is at once pleasing and rast- 
ful to the eye. As the floor is built 


upon an ineline and the acoustics is 


perfect, seeing and hearing are equally 
easy in any part of the building. The 
pews, though uncushioned, are excced- 
ingly comfortable. 
The church, which is in the thir- 
teenth-century English Gothic style, 
makes a very imposing app?2arance, or- 
cupying as it does, the entire lot, iS0x 
117 feet. It is built of Arizona sand- 
stone, and connected by an open cour:- 
way is the Sunday-school building, of 
the same stone, but finished as to 
woodwork with white paint, gilding 
and blue tinting. The main Sunday- 
school room has a seating capacity of 
400, and that for the infant Glass, 180. 
The main auditorium will seat 1200. 
The tower, which has excited consider- 
able discussion, follows very § closely 
many examples by such a noted archi- 
tect as Sir Christopher Wren, and hes 
been adopted in this country bv a 
number of well-known architects. The 
cost of the church, not inclvding the 
glass and pews, is $38,000. The organ 
formerly used in the old church h. s 
been temporarily set up in the new, 
and sounds remarkably weil. The mu- 
sic rendered by the quartette, consist- 
ing of Mrs. James Burdette, soprano; 
Miss Adele Stoneman, 
tenor, and D. H. Morrison, bass and di- 
rector, is very delightful. Miss Blanche 
Rogers presides most efficiently at ‘He 
organ. The programme yesterday morn- 
ing included Te Deum Festival,” by 
Dudley Buck; “God My King.“ Wei- 
gand and “Come, My Soul,“ by, Buck. 
Rather an innovation, but a very 
charming one, was introduced by the 
ladies of the quartette and the organ- 
ist, who appeared hatless and gowned 
in black, with dainty collarettes and 
deep cuffs of white embroidery.

all men. And the gospel that they 
preached everywhere was not a gospel 
whose burden was that men are de- 
based and depraved, and that by some 
mysterious process God might be per- 
suaded to save them out of this life 
into another life of enjoyment after 
death, but it was the gospel of the 
kingdom that they proclaimed, the 
heart of which was that the life that 
now is must be organized throughout 
inthe spirit and mind of Jesus Christ. 
The religion of Jesus did not stand in 
their thought as an occasional thing, 
an adjunct to their life, something that 
was to have its own assigned time and 
place in the midst of a multitude of 
other things. Not yet had the church 
come to represent largely a system of 
public worship, a clerical government, 
with some adjoined benevolences and 
beneficences. Religion was life and 
worship was work in the spirit of Jesus, 
The early church was not at first 
a body for public worship, but a com- 
munity. It was the whole community 
of Christian people in the whole range 
of their life, and therefore could not be 
adequately represented by communities 


accessories. And yet today this is 
about all the word “church” stands 
for. It occupies a place by itself, aloof 
from the busy and so-called secular life 
of the neighborhood and often 
from the secular life of the church 
member himself. From its early 
mighty conception of its 
to organize all the life of a com- 
munity according to the spirit of Jesus, 
it has shrunken to the poor and nar- 
row idea that it is in the world only 
to give form and direction to its wor- 
ship and to dole out a meagre, often 
ill-dispensed charity at home and 
abroad. It was a sorry day for the 
world and for the church as well when 
the church lost sight of the gospel of 
the kingdom and its commission to 
make disciples to Jesus of all the na- 
tions, and came to stand for a theo- 
logical formula, a denominational creed 
and an occasional service. Slowly the 
stress of Christianity was removed 
from the simple Christ-life in the so~ 
ciety, and laid on dogma and a fle- 
titious relation to a clerical govern- 
ment and an ecclesiastical institution. 
The thought of Jesus for the world, 
associating all mankind in all their pur- 
suits and relations in a spirit of love 
and sacrifice was lost in the ambitious 
conception of a mighty church that 
should subdue the world in its creed 
and its ritual. So the church has been 
more and more withdrawn from a vital

BLOODY BATTLE, 


Five Men, Two Women and a 
Showcase. 


A Fight That Came Near Ending 
in Murder. 


Messrs. Moorehead and Hutchins 
Against the Birnbaum Family— 
Hammers, Screwdrivers, Iron 
Bars, etc., as Weapons. 


Bonnets and sewing machines are 
usually associated with thoughts of do- 
mestic joy and peace, of all sorts of 
calm and tranquil things, but yester- 
day the ordinarily peaceful precincts of 


“a sewing machine-millinery store wit- 


nessed a fierce battle that raged for 
full thirty minutes. Robert Moorehead 
and ex-Humane Officer D. S. Hutchins 
fought together against the Birnbaum 
family—father, mother, two son Fund a 
daughter. 

Two years ago Moorehead & Barre 
leased a storeroom at No. 349 South 
Spring street, in order to start a sew- 
ing machine agency. The room was 
too large for their wants, so the part- 
ners sublet the south half to Mrs. A. 
Birnbaum, a milliner, Soon one side of 
the place blossomed forth into a very 
garden of lovely headgear. It was astir 
with soft feminine murmurs, as the 
fair customers. toyed with artificial 
flowers, picked over ribbons or donned 
the dainty creations and inspected the 
effect in a mirror, while on the other 
side resounded the hum of sewing ma- 
chines, mixed with a steady flow of 
persuasive words as to the unrivaled 
merits of one particular style of ma- 
chine. 

But, as time wore on, the olive branch 
withered and the love flew away. The 
two firms began to quarrel. 

Matters went from bad to worse 
The air was charged with clectricity 
which was liable to shock someone at 
any moment. The l-ase on the store 
wes due to expire at midnight on 
February 29. Moorehead & Barre 
went to the owner of the property and 
asked for a renewal. The Birnkaums 
went, too, and tried to lease the whole 
store direct from the owner, iustead of 
one-half from Moorehead & Farre. 
But though the milliners offered to pay 
an increased rent, the owner decided 
in favor of the old tenants and renewed 
the Moorehead & Parre iexse. 

Then the sewing- machine men smiled 
all over, gave two montnh’s rv‘ice to 
the Birnbaums that they riust gather 
up their belongings and depart, and 
found a new tenant for the suuth half 
of the store 

The Birnbaum family felt wornded, 
vexed, hurt in a dender point, for it 
was a new milliner who was to oc- 
cupy their old establishment,.and she 
would reap in the ‘shekels of the cus- 
tomers, who knew the place by Icca- 
tion and not by name. 

Saturday, February 29, came around, 

the last day they could remain in the 
store. But all their stock and furniture 
had not yet been removed. 
In the store was a partition and some 
shelving, which ‘the Birnbaums, with 
the permision of the owners of the 
building, had taken down. Messrs. 
Moorehead & Barre were not wholly 
‘pleased with the state in which the 
walls had been left. Mr. Moorehead 
told the family that if they would re- 
store this to good order he would per- 
mit them to leave their goods till Sun- 
day. The sewing-machine men say the 
Birnbaums agreed to this proposition 
in the presence of several witnesses. 
That night tre opposing armies slept 
in place, with happy dreams that 
the cruel war was over and done. 

Mr. Moorehead planned to go to the 
highly moral town of Long Beach with 
his family, to pass a pleasant Sunday 
on the warm sands, with the muffied 
roar of the surf in his ears. He looked 
forward to the jaunt as the beginning 
of a long succession of peaceful days, 
when the family of milliners should 
have left his store, and the long cata- 
logue of vexations. should have a red 
line drawn at its end.. 

Early yesterday morning the Moore- 
head family set forth on its march to 
the sea. laden down with boxes of 
sandwiches, shawls, overcoats, para- 
sols, etc. Mr. Moorehead looked at his 
watch and said that since it was still 
early he would go down to the store 
to see if everything was all right and 
rejoin his family at the depot. 


he arrived, there were the Birnbaums 
—father, mother, two sons and a daugh- 
ter. They were at work as busy as 
bees, aided by two negroes, 
their belongings into a 
Birnbaum was toiling at the back 
of the store, pasting variegated scraps 
of wall paper over the gaping wounds 
in the wall.

Dr. J. Bostock Hill, at the sanitary 
conference recently held in London, 
‘said? “The knowledge we now possess 
of the purification of water by filtra- 
tion proves that there is no apparatus 


of so little advantage as ‘the domestic | 
filter.” 


Dr. Charles G. Currier, in an address 
before the New York Academy of Med- 


icine, said: No filter has as yet been 


discovered that will produce germ-free 
water without frequently sterilizing 


the water before use, which is hardly 
practicable in domestic use, and er- 


tainly never done, it requiring the 
greatest care and experience to sterilize 
and keep filters free from germs. The 


great tragility of all adequate filters 
make the risk of their cracking very | 
great, and theif thus becoming prac- 


titally useless by allowing the passage 
of bacteria,” “
